Saiutory  advice  that  can  be  offered  to  all 
and  sundry,  at  this,  as  wen  fts  at  ill  thaas,  is 
that  of  Horace,  to  "have  a  mind  careful  In  busi- 
ness, and  unmoved  either  in  times  of  prosperity 
or  of  doubt."  Ifaleonitenta  and  peartmlsts  love 
no  one  and  are  beloved  of  none.  It  Is  not  those 
of  their  genus  who  are  wanted,  at  the  present 
time.  but.  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Bartram  Brooks, 
the  need  is  "for  poets  and  prophets  whO  will  dis- 
cover the  sublimity  of  the  possible  u  an  anU- 
dote  to  the  triviality  of  tha  aetaal."

THRONGS  OF  PEASANTS 
COALESCE  INTO  ARMIES 


LONDON,  June  27.— since  early 
m  April  dispatchea  from  Simla  in 
India  and  from  Raa^oon  and  Man- 
dalay  in  Burma  have  periodically 
related  the  episodes  of  revolts  in 
varfcwa  laobttad  logfcms  of  Burma, 
but  it  wa.';  not  imtil  May  17  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India,  in  tiie 
Britlah  Beuw  ct  OQeMaeaa.  ao 
linked  these  episodes  that  a  general 
revolution  against  British  rule  was 
revealed.  Then  on  June  I  came  a 
wireless  dispatch  from  Simla,  say- 
ing that  "military  opcratloiw  on  a 
large  scale  ngalrwit  the  Burma 
rebels  are  likely  to  begin." 

The  Information  on  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India.  W. 
Wedgwood  Benn,  based  his  state- 
ment of  May  17  shows  that  the 
soorea  of  tba  revolta  la  not  poUtioal, 
bat  eooaoaite.  aad  that  agriculture 
and  labor,  rather  than 
bltlrni,  are  involved.

It  might  also  ta  weU  to  note  at  tta  same 
time  ttat  some  feeds  have  an  InJurMOs  effect 
on  tta  flavor  ,  of  butter,  and  for  that  reason 
etanld  not  ta  fed  to  mlleh  cows.

The  Garden  \\Y'ek  by  Week

HERE  Is  a  utue  tip  tkat  wffi  aave  a  lot 
of  trouble  and  spray.    If  you  have 
eluftfto  that  are  bbttared  with  apia^ 
turn  tta  hose  on  them  at  full  prsesure.  If  the 

plants  are  .strong  enough  to  Stand  It.  for  two 
(ia\.s  luiniing  and  then  use  tta  spray.  You 
w'.U  nnd  that  It  will  Uke  much 
and  tta  work  ot  destruction  wlU  ta 
thorough. 

OunuK  this  month  ptach  back  yc 
ciuysanthamums.  Take  an  inch  or  more  off 
tta  ends  of  tta  growths.  This  will  cause  the 
plants  to  break  lower  down  and  form  bushy 
oUunps.  Be  sure  to  keep  the  pUnU  well 
aralared.  As  long  as  tta  lauMi  are  briuie  they 
are  all  rixht.  but  u  they  tim  yellow  and  droop 
ttay  are  not  getting  soeogli  water.  Spray  with 
water  ta  Cta  eool  part  of  tta  day,  as  this  wiU 
keep  tta  tasects  off  until  the  buds  begta  to 
fonn.  Tta  chrysanthemum  has  a  mass  of 
roete  «Weh  ta  very  near  tta  surface,  so  eul- 
tivate  ii^tly  but  water  ftoqaent^. 

In  growing  dahlias,  be  .sure  to  cultivate  well 
while  the  plants  are  small,  a*  thl*  Insures 
strong  growth.  8llr  tta  oell  oad  do  aot  allow 
a  crust  to  form.  Apply  water  only  sufficiently 
to  keep  the  plant  growing  steadily,  if  the 
plant  is  inclined  to  grow  toe  tall,  tta  top  nay 
be  pinched  off,  which  will  tend  to  produce  a 
bushy  ptant.  When  it  1*  time  for  the  buds  to 
appear,  stop  culUvatk«  and  apply  a  voMi  df- 
coarse,  well-rotted  manure.  Not  until  this 
stage  Is  reached  should  water  or  manure  to 
applied   in  quantity.

leavee  or  partp  of  the  foliage  being  cut  off. 
while  wttttag  or  dying  foliage  is  a  sign  ot 
"suckecg*  Mat  at  work  or  elae  soaw  faivw. 

For  the  eating  lns<K:t,«i.  spray  with  poison 
such  a*  Pari*  green,  arsenate  of  lead,  helle- 
bore or  aooM  patent  preparation  espeefaUly 
Piepared  fOr  de.rtrnylnt;  garden  pests.  The 
latter  will  protably  be  found  most  convenient 
as  tt  Is  usuany  wiBaewiiy  ealy^to  add  a 
specified  amount  of  water.  Ihen.  too,  thr.^r 
preparaUotu  often  Inelado  mBMiiliiini  else  be- 
sides tta  poieoB  00  that  otalta^  toerrto  end 
fungus  diseases  are  abo  crnt rolled  a  sticker, 
that  Is  something  to  make  the  solution  gtlck  to 
Mm  Mlige,  Is  eke  tootadcd. 

Paris  preen  is  usually  applied  at  the  rate 
of  one  ounce  dissolved  ta  ton  gallons  of  water, 
wtth  a  eou^  of  cunoee  ef  freshly  slacked 
lime  to  make  the  solution  stick  and  prevent 
burning  of  the  f  oUage.  One  eoant  ounoe  of 
oreeaato  ef  toad  matae  aaother  good  poleon.
